s, April 16.—Representatives: 


ot boards of trade and cbambeikof com- 
m«ue ot tbe ntlous cities wbo are here to 
*ig« iu»i*"»lon at tbe coinage ot silver for 
two yttt, made «" ai»ument te-d»y befort 
the banking and cuirency committee. Nathan 
Cole, ot SU Louis, said greater apprehension 
filled the minds ot business men to-day than 
ever before. Tills last turn of the scale 
he thought would precipitate this country 
on a silver basis. "How can $163,000,000 
In silver la thiscountry drive out six hundred 
million ot gnld?" asked Buckner. "Gold Is 
belag exported very rapidly. This Is being 
occa«toned by less trade. Tbe fear now is 
that toe people will become apprehensive at 
the scarcity of gold and very soon, If export 
continues, will clamor for' It. It will be 
hoarded. What will be tbe result? 1 ho sec- 
retary of the treasury will say ho cannot pay 
gold «nd must pay silver. Then will come 
trouble." 


C. 8. Smith presented a memorial petition- 


ing for the suppression of the coinage of sil- 
ver and discontinuing the Issue ot ono and 
two dollar bills, sent by tho New If ork ciam- 
ber of commerce. Bnckner said he thought 
there were no appropriations for printing bills 
less thau five dollars. Smith continued: 
"When the sub treasury In Nert York says to 
the clearing house, '1'ou've got to take silver 
for your balance,' a panic will come. Th.e ef- 
fect of tho nuspebslon of col"«ge would be 
that nobody but silver men would bo hurt; 
that tbe possible danger of putting the gov- 
ernment on «. silver basis would t» prevented 
and the panic which would resultftom con- 
traction avoided."
